THE Committee, to whom was referred the com- 
munication of Patrick Magruder, clerk of the 
house of representatives, relative to the destruc- 
tion of the library of congress, and records and 
papers appertaining to the office of the house of 
representatives, 


REPORT : 
THAT they have Selisteply evidence that 
the library of congress, consisting of volumes, 


(agreeably to the catalogue herewith submitted) was 
destroyed by the enemy on the 24th August last; and, 
also, the manuscript records, papers and secret jour- 
nals of congress, mentioned in the communication 
submitted to this committee. | 

_ In addition to the ascertainment of those facts, the © 
committee have considered it their duty to form and 
express some opinion as to the degree of diligence 
and precaution exercised by the clerk, and those in 
his employ, to prevent the loss which has been sus- 
tained. In doing this they have taken into consider- 
ation the threatening aspect of the enemy in the Che- 
sapeake, the Potomac and the Patuxent, almost uni- 
formly from the month of June to the period of their 
incursion on the city of Washington, and the appre- 
“hension which prevailed on this subject, as develop- 
ed by the committee appointed to inquire into the 
eauses of the success of the enemy in his recent en- 
terprises against this metropolis, &c. They have 
also referred to the several heads of departments, and 
ebtained information as to the time and manner of 


as 
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their removing and securing the papers and effects 
belonging to their offices ; which information the com- 
mittee herewith submit as part of their report, con- 
tained in the leiters marked No. 4, 2, 3, 43 from 
which it appears that measures, preparatory to a re- 
moval of the <iocumenis belonging to the several de- 


_ partments, were taken as early as the 20th and 24st 
of August, and the removals all effected by the 22d; 


whereas, no preparatory measures were taken to se- 
cure the library and papers appertaining to the office » 
of the house of representatives, or any efforts made 
to procure the means of transportation till the after- 


noon of the 22d of August; atter which time, the 


committee are convinced the means of transportation 
were difficult to obtain, if not impracticable. _ 

As to the absence of the clerk on account of indis- 
position, as alleged, the committee have not examin- 
ed as to the particular nature and extent of that in- 


| disposition. ‘They will only say that it was, or ought 


to have been, serious and alarming to have justified 


: his absence under the circumstances which then ex- 


isted. The committee are, therefore, constrained to 
express the opinion, that due precaution and dili- 
ence were not exercised to prevent the destruction 
and loss which has been sustained. 

In relation to the remaining subject of inquiry sub- 
mitted to the committee, viz: ihe amount of money 
paid on account of the contingent expenses of the. 
house, since the first of January last, for which the 
clerk ought to be credited, (the hana vouchers hav- 
ing been “destroyed i in the ‘conflagration of the capiiol) 
the committee have no reason to disbelieve the state- 
ment of the clerk and his deputies as to the destruc- 
tion of the vouchers alluded to. They have, ‘how- 
ever, experienced much difficulty, delay and embar- 
rassment, i in their endeavours to ascertain and adjust 
the accounts of the clerk, soas to do justice between 
the public'and the individual. This task was the 
‘more arduous and unpleasant, from the cireumstance

of the clerk himself disavowing any knowledge of 
the pecuniary transactions of his office, and referring 
the committee to his chief clerk, colonel George Ma. 
gruder, who, on application, appeared equally unable 
or unwilling to enter into such a specification of the 
accounts and expenditures as would enable the com- 
mittee to form any probable result. He presented a 
general statement (herewith submitted, marked M,) 
by which it appeared that the clerk of the house of 
representatives stood charged on the books of the 
treasury with the sum of g 50,863 16, and that he 
claimed credit for $ 48,000, for expenditures for con- 
tingent expenses of the howse, from January. 1814, to 
93d of August of the same year; leaving a balance | 
due the United States, on that day, of % 2,863 46. 
The committee considering this alleged amount of 
expenditure as being very great and unprecedenied, 
for the same length of time, and presuming as the — 
clerk was able to. state a particular sum expended and 
a precise amount remaining in his hands, on the day 
his vouchers were destroyed, he might, from the 
same data which produced the results “stated, by the 
aid of his recollection, the assistance of the: clerks i in 
his office,.and the officers of ‘the house, and especi-. 
ally by. reference to the bank or banks in which his 
public deposits were kept, and individuals to whom 
the principal payments were made, furnish such spe- 
cific statements as would have enabled the committee 
io form a reasonable opinion as to the correctness of 
the general statement which had been presenied 
they deemed. it their duty to. require a statement of 
. the “principal items of ordin nary expenditure, and the 
names oi persons wno had furnished them: this in- 
formation was ultimately oblained by the admission 
of the chief clerk, the information. of other officers of - 
the house, and the knowledge which the commitice 
themselves had of the most’ considerable objects of 
expenditure. All of which are stated inthe account 
herewith presented, ant A. The clerk was thea

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requested to ascertain from such sources as were 
practicable, the sums paid on account of those seve- 
ral items of expenditure, some of which they knew 
he could ascertain with certainty, and most of wiiich 

with probable accuracy. In compliance with this re- 
quest, the committee were furnished with the state. 
ment marked B. ‘The principal items of whick are:

The committee having obtained from the treasur y 
department a copy of the last settlement made by the 
clerk on the 44th of Janvary, 1814, on account of the 
contingent expenses of the house of representatives, 
and having examined the books of Messrs. Ways and 
Weightman, as also the cashiers of the bank of 
Washington and the Union bank of Georgetown, are 
satisfied that the sum of $ 3,539 53 oughi to be de- 
ducted from the $ 25,600 10, charged for printing 
and stationary in the ne nond deel by the clerk 
and marked B as aforesaid, the same having, in the 
opinion of the committee, bagi already allowed and 
included in the settlement with the treasury on the 
(44th of January, 1814. Which settlement the com- 
mittee herewith submit, marked T. 

The charge in the account B, for the pay of mes-
